REVEALS BODY 
PRETTY GIRL 


mystifying tragedy in the wooded mountainsides of Topanga Canyon 
last night by the development of a film taken two 
ago by B. W. Anderson of 1812 Albany street. 

Anderson, together with two friends, B. 8. Grose of Redondo Beach 
and Walter Emery of Inglewood, according to the report made to the 
University Police Station last night by Mr. Anderson, were tramping 
through Topanga Canyon two months ago on an outing trip. 

They had passed a mile beyond Cooper's ranch and were follow- 
ing the ridge of the mountainside several hundred feet off the high- 
way when the hikers, attracted by a bit of scenery, stopped to take 
a picture. — 

Anderson grouped his companions and snapped the camera, The 
hike continued and the films were placed away in his kit, to remain 
forgotten until Monday night, when he developed them. 

To his surprise he noted the body of a woman, partially clad, 
lying beneath a mesquite bush in one corner of the film. He printed 
the film and the resultant picture showed more clearly the body. 
| Thinking possibly the film had by, some freak of development created 
takably showed the woman. 

The face was intact, but the half-bared breast was badly mutilated. 
The remainder of the body appeared to be in a normal condition. A 
dark biocodstain was shown trickling from the woman's mouth. The 
face is that of a pretty girl. The features appear to be these of a 
Greek or some Latih nationality. 

Anderson immediately rushed to the University Police Station with 
his greweome discovery and a searching squad, headed by Sergt. R. C. 
command | Combs, Pagrolmen L. P. Taylor, L. Albright, George Mayer and William |' 
Rebo and Anderson, piled into police cars and started for lonely To- 
panga Canyon and the spot where the picture was taken. 

After six hours of intense search the searchers found the spot in- 
dicated by Anderson as the one where the picture had been taken. A 
heavy second growth of brush had gro during the ensuing months 
that had followed since the outing party. body could not be found 
in the darkened woods. 

The police returned to Los Angeles and a second party will be 
dispatched at & a.m. today from Central Police Station. 

It ts the belief of those who saw the pictures that the dead 
woman was the victim of a brutal attack and had been dragged to the

Presence of mind on the part of more then 3000 persons perhaps 
prevented what might have developed into a catastrophe late yester-
